Financial Disclosure Forms:

Every representative, senator, and officer of the House and Senate, shall file with the Legislative
Ethics Committee a financial disclosure form pursuant to RSA 14-B: 8 annually.

RSA 14-B: 10 Penalties—Any Representative, Senator, of Officer of the House of Representatives or
~-Senate who knowingly fails to file the form required under RSA 14-B:8 or who knowing files a faise
statement on such form shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.

Discussion followed with a unanimous vote to authorize Patti Barry to send additional letters to those
found not to be in compliance with the Financial Disclosure form.

The time limit for compliance is July 1, 2010 allowing the newly elected time to comply.
